THANKSGIVING AT FOXCROFT 





The Thanksgiving Day activities at Foxcroft School that have become a 
traditional part of the life of the community are vivid proof of the respect 
and admiration paid to the leadership which Miss Charlotte Noland is con- 
stantly giving to the welfare not only of her school but to those around her. 

The fact that 600 people attended the school festivities last Thursday to 
partake of the hospitality of the headmistress of Foxcroft tells better than 
words of the reputation which Miss Noland enjoys throughout Loudoun 
County. There were not only alumnae and parents of the school children 
there. They were but a small part of those who came on that day, on 
which Foxcroft gave thanks, characteristically enough, by giving enjoyment 
to others. 

For 29 years, Foxcroft has been growing into a greater and greater part 
of this section of Virginia. Not content with merely sharing the life of the 
community as an integral part of it, Miss Noland has seen to it that Fox- 
croft contributed to that life. Through education,through social service, 
through sports and through the insistence on fair play, Miss Noland has led 
her school to a position of commanding leadership. On Thanksgiving Day 
every type of person was on hand as the school played host. From the Hunt 
that started on the school grounds in the morning, to the luncheon for 600 
and the great basketball game in the afternoon, Foxcroft entertained its 
friends. Real thanks are due the school and its inspired leader for their part 
in the welfare of their community. They are doing a great job. That their 
job is appreciated is given ample proof by the manner in which the country- 
side turned out for the Thanksgiving party, for those six hundred who had 
lunch on the sehool grounds are real friends of Miss Noland and her school, 
and they were there on that day to show her their appreciation for her work, 
as well as to enjoy the fun. 

It was a day in which Miss Noland could well take pride. Her school was 
carrying out her tradiitons of fair play and her community were there to do 
homage to this tradition. Foxcroft has grown to have a national signifi- 
cance as an educational center, but the proof of its greatness is seen best 
by the love and respect with which the institution and its leader are held at 
home on Thanksgiving Day when great and small, young and old gather to 
give thanks with Miss Charotte Noland and her school. 





IS MR. ROOSEVELT SINCERE? 

Is Franklin Roosevelt sincere or is he but another demagague whom 
Webster’s Dictionary terms ‘“‘an insincere politician, orator or leader who 
stirs up popular prejudice to gain office or influence.’”” The line between 
purely unselfish effort on the part of a man in public office and effort that 
is tinged with the motive for personal gain is difficult to trace. It is too 
much to ask of anyone that they cast self entirely out of the picture to work 
simply for the good of others. History seldom records the purely unselfish 
man. 

But sincerity must be one of the attributes of true greatness. In Mr. 
Roosevelt’s work to further the condition of the impoverished of the United 
States, no one can possibly doubt his sincerity. He wants to aid as many 
people as possible so that the United States will prosper. He wants to help 
the man in the slums, he wants to boost the wage scale of the share cropper, 
and assist the downtrodden wherever he sees them. But this praiseworthy 
motive is not the true test of the President’s sincerity for men with a grain 
of public conscience are ready to further in every way in their power the 
cause of the unfortunate. The real test of the President’s sincerity must be 
found outside of the President’s social consciousness, and it is here that the 
line between public weal and considerations of personal profit becomes very 
hard to draw. 

If Mr. Roosevelt wants to gain the good will of the great mass of people 
in the country so much the better. If, however, he is currying the favor of 
the forgotten man by making a goat of business-interests it is then that his 
actions border that of the demagogue. For four years Mr. Roosevelt has 
devoted his energies to the relief of the needy. In doing so he has neglect- 
ed and many times publicly chastised business interests. Whether this was 
unselfish effort or a means to strengthen his ends with the great mass of 
people is hard to say. Now it is up to the very business man about whom 
the President has spoken with such invective to keep the country from an- 
other depression. 7 
If the President is sincere in his new gestures to business, that magic

word confidence could work wonders in assisting business to place the orders 
necessary to maintain the production of the country. If Mr. Roosevelt is 
unable to convince business that he is sincere in his efforts to aid them, the 
large capital resources of the country will not be released to maintain the 
production levels of prosperity. It is the very extent of the President’s sin- 
cerity that business must gauge before making their committments. If they 
are ready to take his word at its face value, they are able to spend 30 bil- 
lions in production which when carried through the various channels of in- 
dustry will be doubled and tripled as one piece of construction leads to an- 
other. Whether this will be the outcome depends on whether the leaders of 
the country believe Mr. Roosevelt to be a sincere man.

“Small wonder your figure looks 
the way it does if your daily menu 
consists of the sort of food you write 
about in your column in the Middle- 
burg Chronicle,’’ is the ‘“‘crack’’ I get 
on every side, so I am whipping up a 
couple of thinning menues (goodness 
knows they couldn’t be duller) but 
“they” apparently are screaming for 
nonstarches. 

Clear soup with previously boiled 
long, thin, strips of carrot, Planked 
steak (from which all the fat has 
been removed.) You can buy a ready 
made plank at Lewis and Conger or 
Hummacker, and Schulimmeker (if 
you know what I mean) or you can 
have one made by your carpenter. A 
hickory plank about two inches thick, 
grooved like a platter with a little 
dent in one end to catch the juices. 
Before you use it cover it with but- 
ter and let it burn a bit in the oven. 
This gives the meat you cook on it 
that planky, burnty, taste. No, I 
don’t know what planky means eith- 
er.

Tomato bullion 

Individual lamb steaks 

Carrots, cooked whole and served 
lengthwise in your vegetable dish. 

Tiny, little, white onions, boiled 
and a very little bit of butter poured 
over them. 

Toasted Ryewheat wafers 

Mixed green salad 

Raspberry ice and plain cookies 

RECIPES 
Consomme 

1 pound lean beef 

1 pound veal 

1% quarts cold water 

2 peppercorns 

1 clove 

% tablespoons sweet herbs 

Sprig parsley 

144-lb. marrow bone 

1 lb. knuckle veal 

2 teaspoons butter 

Brown half of beef in the marrow 
bone. Add the rest of beef, veal, 
bones (throw in any chicken bones if 
you have them, makes the soup bet- 
ter) and cold water. Let stand half 
an hour. Heat slowly to boiling 








point and simmer for three hours, re- 
moving scum as it forms on top of 
kettle. Cook the vegetables in the 
butter five minutes, add to soup with 
remaining seasonings. Cook 1% 
hours, strain, remove fat, and clear. 
To clear you allow 1 egg white and 
1 broken egg shell to each quart of 
stock, beat egg and shell . slightly 
with 2 teaspoons cold water, boil for 
two minutes, stir constantly. Set 
back and let stand for 20 minutes 
then strain through fine strainer and 
a double thickness of cheese-cloth. 

This soup can be kept a long time 
and served in a dozen different ways, 
so while you are making it double or 
triple the quantity, as its sort of ted- 
ious to make. 


Grapefruit Salad 

This is rather Ladies Home Jour- 
nalish, but very good and an attrac- 
tive dish. Get the largest grapefruit 
you can buy. Peel and pull off all of 
that white skin, separate the sections 
and skin them and pop out the seeds. 
Arrange these sections around the 
edge of a round serving platter and 
fill up the center with watercress 
(cut off the stems of the cress) and 
make a French dressing of salt, black 
pepper, lemon juice and mineral oil 
(always use mineral oil when mak- 
ing dressings for reducing jobs). If 
you want to pep this salad up a bit 
and don’t give a about your 
shape, alternate the sections of grape- 
fruit with sections of alligator pear. 


Tomato Buillon 

2 cups of tomatoes, fresh or can- 
ned 

1% quarts buillon, home-made or 
canned. 

1 tablespoon chopped onion 

6 cloves 

% teaspoon celery seed 

1% teaspoon peppercorns. 

Mix inredients. Boil 20 minutes. 
Strain, cool and clear (same as above 
recipe). Serve hot or cold. If you 
want this jellied add 1% tablespoons 
gelatin. For deeper color use vege- 
table coloring. 


Mived Green Salad 

Use almost any kind of salad 
greens you want to, but I think that 
the best combination is lettuce, chick- 
ery, endive cut into inch lengths, 
water cress and romaine. Make your 
salad dressing (using above recipe, 
and don’t have it too acid, but good 
and oily) first in a big wooden bowl 
(you can get them at the Iron Jock- 
ey, not that I want to advertise my 
shop MUCH) Then throw in all of 
the greens which have been well 
picked over and separated and stems 
cut away, then mix and turn till you 
are blue in the face and you will have 
SOME salad. Tomatoes or hard boil- 
ed egg or alligator or cold boiled 
beets or aS a matter of fact almost 
anything but the kitchen stove can 
be chucked in the bowl and it will 
taste good.

FOR EYE DISEASE 


Dr. L. O. Mott, Pathologist, To 
Be Stationed In Winchester 


For Research 
Following the editorial in the 
November 20th issue of the Fauqui- 
er Democrat on Periodic Opthalmia, 
suggested 


wherein legislation was 


as a means of combating a disease 
which seriously threatens one of 
Virginia’s main industries, it is in- 
teresting to find that progressive 
steps have already been made. 
Hubert Phipps, editor of the above 
paper, suggested that a law’ should 
be enacted to prohibit the sale of 


animals afflicted with Opthalmia, as 
a means of erradicating the disease. 
He went further, and suggested that 
the General which will 
convene in Richmond, in 


Assembly 
January, 
should create such a law. 

The creation of such a law would 
be most valuable to the in- 
dustry, at least if it merely forbade 
infected animal at 
public auction. This would be a great 
step towards isolation, which appar- 
ently is the only means found of 
combating the disease so far, 


As the result of this 
news was brought out of the act- 
ivity of Dr. L. O. Mott in Winches- 
ter. Dr. Mott, of the Pathological 
Division of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry was ordered into 
Northern Virginia to make as com- 
plete a survey as possible of all ex- 
isting problems and examples of 
Periodic Opthalmia. He has _ been 
making a thorough study of the 
valley area, and hopes to visit every 
farm in upper Virginia. 

With the inforffation and data 
that he will have within the next 
several weeks, Dr. H. C. Givens, 
Virginia State Veterinarian suggests 
that a real demand be made for leg- 
isiation, or an appropriation, when 
these demands can be backed up 
with fact. ‘‘Definite information on 
the subject is what we. must have be- 
fore we can make any plans to com- 
bat the condition’’, said Mr. Givens, 
when writing to Mr. Phipps. 

Still, while this study is taking 
place, a worthwhile suggestion 
might be well put, in urging all 
possible to acquaint their Senators 
and Representative with the impor- 
tance of the proposed legislation, or 
any legislation so benefitting the 
great Virginia horse industry. 

Virginia breeders have long been 
some of the handicaps 
placed upon their horse industry 
through infections and parasitic dis-

eases and have watched with great 
interest the work on control and 


eradication, as well as research stud- 
ies into the cause of unexplained dis- 


eases and methods of combating 
them. All of this work has_ been 
hampered by the lack of any large 


appropriation of funds for adequate 
buildings, equipment and personnel, 


Especially has it been hampered 
through the lack of Government and 
State backing. 

Periodic Opthalmia or Moon 
Blindness is one of the most dreaded 
of diseases, and though recognized 
for many years, there is very little 
reliable information yet assembled 
on this subject. The conception has 


arisen, because of the recurrent at- 
tacks, the intervals between which 
may seem to concide with the 


moon’s phases, and consequently the 
common name of Moon Blindness. 

The latest work on the cause of 
this disease points to the presence of 
a irus, the type of ‘ultramicrosco- 
pic disease-producing body referred 
to in connection with Encephalimye- 
litis’’. Periodic Opthalmia is a disea- 
se of the eyes, which through re- 
peated attacks produces sufficient 
damage to the delicate structures of 
the eye through the formations of 
adhesions and destruction of the 
nerve tissue so that finally complete 
blindness results. 

Environmental conditions, feeding 
heredity and numerous 
factors have been named as 
factors but 
none have given a_ satisfactory ex- 
planation. The work done up to the 
present time, which tends to indicate 
the infectudus nature of the disease, 


practices, 
other 
causes or contributing 


seems most logical; however again 
little is known concerning trans- 


mission from animal to animal. 

So, according to Dr. Givens, Dr. 
Mott, while stationed there, will at- 
tempt to find if the opthalmia exists 
in certain areas in Virginia, even in 
certain counties and not in others. 
He will ascertain the length of time 
that infected horses have been  lo- 
cated on farms, how long they have 


been infected, and how rapidly the 
reoccurrence of blindness takes 
place. 

Further he will find out where 


the infected horses were raised, or 


where shipped from. It will be in- 
teresting too, for his statistics 
should show him, weather the 


thoroughbred or the _ half-bred is 
most frequently affected; also if ex- 
change of horses from one farm. to 
another spreads the condition. 

Dr. Mott will have some busy days 
ahead of him in his farm to farm 
canvass. He is interested in ascer- 
taining whether the disease has the 
same rate of increase among all 
horses on different farms, also if the 
different groups, ages, and sexes of 
horses affected in the same way or 
at the same rate; and if a hereditary 
condition exists between sires and 
dams. 

The State Verterinary Department 
is interested to know if there is any 
relationship with the disease to par- 
asites; if well-kept or poorly kept 
animals are the most _ susceptible, 
and if the condition is more  pre- 
valent on one type of soil or pasture 
than another. 


Other questions which Dr. Mott 
will seek answers for are: do differ- 
ent types of barns or stables have 
any effect in producing the condi- 
tions; do different kinds of fertilizers 
make any difference in influence; 
and is there an intermediate host in- 
volved, such as poultry, sparrows, 
birds, pigeons or rodents?. 


The United States Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry is doing a great thing 
sending Dr. Mott 
urgently so, 


for Virginia in 
here. It is hoped and 
that every horse owner in northern 
Virginia will feel his genuine all- 
egiance to the horse breeders’ cause, 
and cooperate wherever possible in 
furthering this advantageous survey. 
In time, it is felt, that material 
gained from this survey, will be the 
most instructive and informative yet 





found on Periodic Opthalmia.
